W ashington—In their 
quest

velt embarked so suddenly on his 
crusade "to take the profit out of 
war," observers have run into all 
sorts o f explanations. 
Intim ations by Senators Nye of 
North Dakota and Vandenberg of 
M ichigan that Mr. Roosevelt is at­ 
tem pting to steal the “thunder1' of 
the senate munitions investigation 
comm ittee has been met with

retort that this committee has had 
the support of the White House 
Irom the start.

congress on May 18 of this year, the 
president declared: 
"I am gratified to learn that . . .

Some see General Hugh John­ 
son’s presence on

special committee as evidence that 
Mr. Roosevelt has had such a move 
rn mind for some time.

Right In His lane 
They recall that when General 
Johnson stepped out a* NKA ad­ 
ministrator in September the Presi­ 
dent haiti at Ute time that he would 
be able to "help me further in the 
new duties and new tasks for pub­

Did Mr. Roosevelt mean by "new 
duties and new tasks" for the gen­

Nye is chairman of this special 
senate committee 
and

How can it be explained that Nor­ 
ris. of Nebraska, also voted against 
the court?

Incidentally, the case of Vanden- [ 
berg, of M ichigan, who voted for the 
court, presents an interesting propo- j 
sition. 
Vandenberg is prominently m en­ 
tioned as a compromise republican j 
candidate for president in 1936. 
Democratic strategy cut him off 
almost before he got started in the 
world court debate. 
His reservation 
was accepted quickly by the adm in­ 
istration. thus all but forcing him ' 
into the position where he had to j 
vote for tho court.
